” Inipreſſed with theſe confiderations, We feel it our 
duty humbly to lay before your Majefty ſuch Propo- 
ſitions as appear to Us beſt calculated to form the 
baſis of ſuch a ſettlement, leaving it to your Ma- 
jeſty's wiſdom, at ſuch time and in fuch manner as 
your Majeſty, in your parental ſolicitude for the
